Thank you for your letter expressing concern over the depressed 
state of the domestic tungsten industry. 

Undoubtedly, negotiation of the orderly marketing agreement will 
greatly help to alleviate this situation by limiting the level of 
imported Chinese material, especially ammonium paratungstate. In 
view of the low market prices, you suggested a cessation in the 
release of tungsten ores and concentrates from the National Defense 
Stockpile. However, this commodity plays an integral role in the 
overall initiative to upgrade our Nation’s supply of strategic and 
.critical materials. 

Public Law 99-661, which currently authorizes the disposal of 
approximately 720,536 pounds of contained tungsten, provides 
for the conversion of chromium and manganese ore to high-carbon 
ferrochromium and high-carbon ferromanganese. In line with this 
directive, tungsten was selected for use as payment material under 
the current ferroalloys upgrading contracts. The tungsten is 
offered exclusively to the two ferroalloy contractors. Cessation 
or curtailment of this barter arrangement would severely hamper 
our Nation's ability to upgrade the National Defense Stockpile. 

I share your concern over x ^he plight of the domestic tungsten 
industry. However, in order to maintain the integrity of our com- 
mitment to the ferroalloy industry, tungsten will continue to be 
offered for barter to the upgraders. You may be assured that this 
barter program will continue to be managed in a responsible and 
conscientious manner.
